Upon just what basis Mr. Leacock 
cstabllshe.s his contention la not 
kjiown, but in the mind of a collcgo 
student, thi.s declaration seems un- 
justified, Conipuhslon Is not the' mod- 
ern way of securing tho best results 
from students aa interest .and the de- 
s're for Individuality are consWored of 
far greater value today. 

To develop specialization and orlgi- 
nalUy, and not the experience of Intel- 
edual bondage, is the reason given 
for attendance at college. College, In 
that is is a m'ld sample of Ufa which 
'h to result from that cducuitlon, .<rhoutd 
spon'ser essent'al experiences, as op- 
posed to rigid scheduled classes of 
compulsory attendance. 

If a student Is Interested in an ed 
ucalion to ''tlio extent that he wUl be 
a credit to his ulma mater, he will 
attend classes without InartWtrary re 
((UirenienlH. if ho Is only going to bis 
lectures because ho is forced to, the 
college is better off without him, 
l'or he locks am<blilon and depth of 
chamctor to niiakc college worth^vlille.

The d'fflculttcs of small colleges 
which have Ideals and football am- 
bitions are descr'lied by Walter Oke- 
sdnt i.well-knoTvi.1 ffcid ron, offlclaCand 
tre.isiirer of Lehlgli UnlversUy,' in;' an 
article quoted recently by' the Evening 
Btilletln. 

Referring to Lehigh's succession of 
defeats the past season, Okeson writes 
that he 'ii.as fought "profosslotiallsm 
and proselyting" with the result that 
Lehigh's athletics are. In his opinion, 
"cleaner than almost any college in 
the countr}'.'' 

"The .Hmall colleges with football 
.ambitions." ho saya, "must lower en- 
trance standards, waive college re- 
auirements. and Its faculty must give 
away to 'pressure 'from' without" when 
a Htai's progress Is temporarily halt- 
ed. Leh gh win not buy vlctorj* at 
.such a pi''cc. We wish to enuourage 
and aid wir undcTgr.i\luaic3 to create 
the best team."; possible from the 
-nnterlal in college, but we wlU not 
pay, or buy 'athletes to play , our games 
for us." 

lilu.strat'ng the extent to which 
college footb.all may be commercial 
zed, Okeson recounts an experience at 
Lehigh .some years ago, when a group 
of star football players tried to enter 
college with an alleged forged ere 
deritials, signed by u high school pal 
who had been dead five years. This 
group waa chaperoned by a young 
promoter who was '^a'd to have 
collected his gladiators from the shop 
and mino, promiaing them a free edu- 
cation, plenty of glory, and easy 
spending money, planning to "mlik 
tho allinnl w'th one hand and s'jueeto 
his- hard-working athletes with the 
other." 

"When I came to L.ohlgb nine years 
ago," states Okeson, "there was a 
system of .procuring football players 
and a regular schedule for paying 
them. Xot enough money was being 
raised for this purpose and there was 
a feeling that wo were . not getting 
unougJi results for our money. It was 
hinted to mo by more than one person 
that here woa my opportunity. Being 
a football man, I ccultl use my Judg' 
ment, and being a business man '■ 
ought to b« able to dicker with them 
successfully and yet hide my tracks, 
with tile result being better teams.

maintenance of high standards among 
tho athletes. 

Intercollegiate oontcsls tak^ place 
between gentlemen, I'Ii'k implies mn- 
luitl r•^spccl . and oonf'denco. It ha.s 
boon demonstrated again and ag.aln 
that th-'fi spirit exists among those who 
t.'ike piu't in Unlvcrjtlty athletics In 
.sp'.te of sn.splc.'ons and insinuations 
uttered by a few othsr.s who claim to 
bo Interested. AVo can not. all bo ath- 
letes, .although it Is good for all hoys 
and young men fo take part In athle- 
tics. Vâi-y few of m can attain the high 
diciLl do'noled by a "i-portsnian and a 
Kcnlleman." That w'.Il come with the 
m'lllcnlum. Rut w; can .all .attempt the 
difficult tii.sk of trying to behavg like 
sontlemcn, 'and the etiiially difficult 
Lii.sk of exhibiting true sportsmansh'p. 
These things ii.ro not easy, a.s those 
who lUe trying know only too well. 

Young incn are as a rule genorou 
minded .and not naturally .suspicious. 
They soon le.arn to re.îpact the veforce 
and to accei)t h's decisions without 
nucst'o-n. Tlii.s luiikos competition in 
athletics pos.sible. If the few suspi- 
cious minded among us succeed in 
curbing our g'enerotw Impulses and 
poisoning our mutual confidence, tho 
Intercollegiate Union will cease to 
cxLst.
